me upon us with the Republican party in full 
ower. 


When the great panic of 1873 swept over the 


juntry, carrying ruin far and wide, Ulysses S. 
,rant was President of the United States, both 
ranches of Congress were strongly Republican, 
nd every line of legislation upon our national 
tatute books which in any way affected industrial 
r financial conditions had been placed there by 
ic Republican party. 
With only moderate and 


•mporary revivals the depression which followed- 
ne panic of 1873 continued right along until 1893, 


full period of twenty years, and it is a truth well 


•nown to the students of the world's economic his- 
ory, that those years were, generally 
speaking, 


-ears of distress in Europe as well as in America, 
.conomists also quite generally ascribe the unfa- 
•orable conditions of those years to the change of 
he money standard of both continents, and the at- 
empt to adjust the business of the great commer- 
:ial nations to the standard of gold alone, instead 
jf gold and silver jointly as had been the rule for 
enturies. 


It would not be fair to hold the Republican 


>arty solely responsible for all those years of dis- 
tress, but that party was in full control of the Na- 
ional Government during the entire period, except- 
,ng the four sears of Cleveland's first administra- 
tion, and at no time during the two decades named 
was there a single Democratic principle enacted 
-into law-by the American Congress. 
Neverthe- 


less, a disastrous panic and long years of industrial 
depression fell to the lot of the country. If Repub- 
licans insist upon being the political beneficiaries 
of everything that is good in the preseent business 
situation, they must also accept responsibility for 
everything that has gone wrong while they have 
been in power. 


But we need not stop here. The panic of 1893 


also came upon us with Republican policies in full 
force, and some fifteen months before the Wilson 
tariff was enacted. 
No Republican at that time 


claimed that the panic was due to the election of a 
Democratic President. On the contrary the great 
banking interests of the country—interests over- 
whelmingly Republican in sentiment—strenuously 
insisted that the "Sherman Law" was the cause of 
the trouble, and as everybody ought to know, this 
was a Republican measure in the fullest sense. 
Standing upon the floor of the Senate John Sher- 
man, 
the Nestor of Republican finance, declared 


that if the purchase clause of that law was re- 
pealed prosperity would return in ten days. 
That 


certainly did not sound as if there was anything 
in the policy of the Democratic party which Mr. 
Sherman greatly feared. 
As a matter of fact Mr. 


Cleveland's own policy was more than one-half Re- 
publican, for upon the money question he was in 
full sympathy with the Republican party, and that 
was the question of overshadowing moment before 
the country during the whole of his second term 
From the fourth day of March, 1893, until after the 
election in 1896, it was the continuous cry that the 
Sherman Law had brought on the panic and that 
prosperity failed to return because the business in- 
terests of the country were terrorized by the threat 
of free silver coinage. 
It is entirely safe to say 


that voters of Nevada will not condemn the Demo- 
cratic party because of its position upon the silver 
question. 


So far as Nevada conditions are concerned it 


is a fact, known to all, that our prosperity has al- 
ways depended mainly upon a favorable 
mining 


situation. With the failure of the great deposits 
of the Comstock, the base range and the Pioche 
district, deppression set in. 
This depression seri- 


ously aggravated by the steadily shrinking of sil- 
ver continued until other mineral discoveries were 
made which encouraged the investemnt of capital, 
and filled the bosoms of our people with new hope 
for the future. The Republican party, as a politi- 
cal organization, has had as much to do with the 
improved mining outlook here as has the man in 
the moon. It cannot be truthfully denied that Re- 
publican legislation has been adverse to our mining 
interests; that it has inflicted upon the State losses 


-unounting to untold millions, and that it has given 
us literally nothing. We are gradually struggling 
out from' under the clouds, not by the aid of the 
Republican part) , but in spite of it, and there is not 
todav a single principle advocated b} the Demo- 
cratic party of the Nation, or the Fusion party of 
this State, which in the remotest degree threatens 
the welfare of our people. 


WHEN the Republicans tell you in their plat- 


forms or on. the stump that they favor this, that or 
the other law if they are re-elected, tell them they 
lie and they know they lie. And to prove it, show 
them they have had for six years the President, 
the Senate, and the House, and could have enact- 
ed any law the people demanded and tneir national 
platforms proclaimed. They do not want any leg- 
islation that will benefit the people. 
All they want 


is the votes of the dupes so they can continue to 
s,un the public . The Republican party has passed 
in the last six years every law the trusts, the mo- 
nopolies, and protected interests have desired.

lias never passed a single act that made it easier 
for the working man to make a living. But its leg- 
islation has. resulted in enabling the special few to 
tax the clothes off his back, deny his wife and chil- 
dren the necessary food for their proper sustenance, 
and put beyoird the reach of any wage earner the 
possibility of an education for his posterity.
